Tiie  republic  is  not 
for  men  inaciikijicd  at  the  loss  of  their 
slaves,  clanmrous  for  indemnity  and  burn- 
ing for  vengeance  upon  those  who  have 
brought  this  rule  of  injustice  and  oppression 
to  an  end  ;  nor  is  it  for  men  educated  to 
the  enjoyment  of  special  rights  and  priv- 
ileges, impatient  of  restraint  anil  infat- 
uated widi  the  love  of  personal  power  and 
self-indulgence.  The  man  who  denies  and 
opposes  the  equality  of  all  men  before  the 
law  is  not  a  true  republican,  (or  in  a  re- 
public the  law  is  sovereign  and  privilege  is 
usurpation.  The  dissatisfied  planter  may 
join  tiie  so-called  republican  party  and  seek 
to  overthrow  the  government,  but  he  is  no 
more  republican  at  bcart  now  than  he  was 
six  monUis  ago  when  he  lived  wholl)'  upon 
the  haiits  of  slave  labor  and  boasted  of  his 
allegiance  to  the  throne,  the  cluirch  and  the 
conservative  p;irty.  No  true  rejuiblic  can 
be  establisheil  liy  such  men,  nor  can  a  re- 
publican party  worthy  of  the  name  lie  Imilt 
up  from  such  recruits, 


It  ought  to  be  apparent  by  tliis  time  tiiat 
there  is  something  railically  wrong  widi  the 
sanitar}'  condition  ol  this  city.  The  winter 
thus  far  has  l)cen  exceptionally  warm  and 
humid  and  tliis,  of  course,  accounts  for 
much  of  the  prevailing  levers,  but  it  does 
not  account  for  all.  It  is  a  very  unusual 
thing  to  have  so  much  yellow  fever  at  this 
time  of  die  year,  and  when  to  this  is  added 
the  many  cases  of  typhus,  bilious,  perni- 
cious and  intermittent  levers  reported  from 
almost  every  quarter  of  the  city — not  a  few  of 
which  are  purposely  called  by  these  names 
to  conceal  tlic  existence  of  yellow  fever — we 
certainly  have  enough  to  warrant  the  opinion 
that  the  sanitary  commissions  have  not  been 
doing  their  duty.  If  these  re])orts  are  not 
suflicient  theit  let  any  good  observer  go 
about  the  city  after  nightfall  and  note  the 
pestilential    smells  to  V)e  found  everywhere. 


The  origin  of  diese  onensive  smells  is  not 
to  be  found  in  the  drains,  but  more  fre- 
(piently  in  the  unsanitary  condition  of  pri- 
vate residences,  badly-paved  streets  and 
vicious  practices  of  the  population.  There 
is  many  a  fine  appearing  residence  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  whose  sanitary  condition  is 
simply  intolerable,  and  whose  back  yards 
and  kitchens  are  fully  as  offensive  as  any 
corti^o  in  die  city.  We  have  seen  the  people 
residing  in  these  fine  dwellings— and  not 
the  servants  cither— throwing  slops  from 
their  front  windows  upon  the  sidewalk.'^—  a 
l»ractice  as  offensive  to  the  eye  as  it  is 
detrimental  to  health.  The  position  of 
such  people  prevents  their  being  called  tg  a 
strict  account  by  sanitary  officials,  and  so  the 
disgusting  practice  goes  on.  The  condition 
of  the  streets  also  is  a  constant  source  of 
infecdon,  owing  to  satiiradon  of  the  soil 
with  the  slops  from  the  bon.ses  and  the 
washings  of  the  pavement,  and  to  the 
existence  of  low  places  which  form  pools  of 
stagnant  water.  Many  streets  were  very 
badly  levelled,  while  others  are  always  in 
a  broken  condition  because  of  the  heavy 
traffic  carried  on  in  them.  Add  to  all  these 
the  many  vicious  practices  which  are  com- 
mon in  this  city,  and  we  have  a  constant 
cause  for  the  fevers  and  others  diseases 
which  give  the  place  so  bad  a  reputation. 
Instead  of  complaining  about  the  mis- 
representations of  foreigners,  the  sanitary 
and  municipal  authorities  should  see  that 
the  most  ordinary  precepts  of  sanitary  living 
be  observed  and  that  the  streets  be  kept  in 
a  belter  condition.  It  is  due  to  sheer 
negligence  and  offensive  practices  that  so 
much  sickness  is  to  be  found  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  at  this  season  of  the  year. 


Ai-f,  the  disinterested  reports  thus  far 
receivcci  from  the  interior  represent  plant- 
ation affairs  to  be  in  a  very  satisfiictory  and 
hopelul  condition.  There  are  still  a  few 
who  pretend  to  believe  that  the  abolition  of 
slavery  is  mining  the  planters  and  that  a 
great  ]wrt  ol  the  present  coltee  crop  will  not 
be  picked  because  of  a  scarcity  of  laborers, 
but  much  of  this  opinion  is  due  to  private 
ami  political  reasons.  The  opponents  of 
the  government  in  Uiis  matter  of  abolition 
are  determined  to  make  this  act  appear  as 
arbitrary  and  hurtful  as  possible  in  order  to 
discredit  the  ministers  and  to  force  consider- 
ation of  their  claims  for  indemnification. 
They  have  made  the  most  ol  the  ^t^xy  few 
cases  where  the  freedmen  have  left  their  old 
masters  because  of  l!ie  cruel  treatment  herc- 
tofoi'c  received,  and  they  are  also  playing 
eveiy  variation  on  the  assertion  that  the 
debt-ridden  planter  will  not  be  able  to  meet 
■his  obligations.  They  omit  to  mention, 
however,  the  actual  lact  that  tiie  freedmen 
are  generally  remaining  on,  or  returning  to 
the  plantations  on  which  they  have  been 
reared,  and  that  they  are  working  cheerfully 
and  steadily  for  very  moderate  wages.  And 
they  omit  lo  mention,  also,  that  white  lab- 
orers are  turning  up  most  unexpectedly  in 
large  numbers  and  that  the  present  coffee 
crop  is  being  picked  just  as  well  and  just  as 
expetlitiously  as  in  the  palmiest  days  of  sla- 
very. A  few  days  since  a  gentleman  of  our 
acquaintance  was  visiting  the  coffee  districts 
of  southern  Minas  when  he  was  surprised  at 
running  across  a  party  of  400  miners  from 
Diamantina  who  had  come  down  to  seek 
work  on  the  coffee  plantations.  Upon  in- 
quiry he  learned  diat  as  soon  as  abolition 
was  announced  the  poor  whites  of  the 
campo  and  mining  regions  began  to  seek 
the  cultivated  districts  in  search  of  employ- 
ment, and  that  they  had  been  engaged  as 
rapidly  as  they  arrived.  In  the  days  of  sla- 
very tliere  were  no  opportunities  for  these 
people  simply  because  wages  were  not  paid 
for  labbr,  and  they  remained  always  miser- 
ably poor  and  idle  ;  but  now  that  slavery 
as  been  abolished  autl  wages  must  be  pai.l 


for  every  man's  labor,,  they  are  among  the 
first  to  seek  employment.  And  this  cer- 
tainly is  not  the  least  among  the  many 
beneficial  results  arising  from  the  overthrow 
of  this  most  unjust  and  hurtful  institution. 
Hnw  far  this  movement  extends  among  the 
poor  white  population  of  the  country  we  do 
not  know,  but  it  is  already  large  enough  to 
show  that  bj'  no  possible  means  can  there 
be  a  scarcity  of  labor  where  planters  arc  will- 
ing to  pay  even  the  most  moderate  wages. 
And  to  secure  this  alternative  a  better  time 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  law  of  abo- 
lition could  not  have  been  found,  for  it 
comes  at  a  time  when  the  planters  are 
obliged  to  meet  their  freedmen  halfway  and 
to  offer  fair  wages  and  good  treatment  at 
once.  Had  the  law  gone  into  effect  only 
after  the  coffee  had  been  picked,  as  many 
think  should  have  been  the  case,  then  the 
planters  would  have  been  masters  of  the 
situation  and  trouble  would  have  followed, 
The  necessities  of  the  moment,  however, 
have  forced  both  sides  into  an  arrangement 
which  affords  a  good  starting-point  for  the 
future,  and  precludes  in  great  measure  all 
future  trouble  in  the  adjustment  ■  of  the 
relations  between  planters  and  laborers. 
Another  hopeful  indication  of  which  we 
have  been  informed  is  the  tendency  of 
many  young  men  to  take  hold  of  the  plant- 
ations, who  have  heretofore  held  aloof 
because  of  their  antipathies  to  the  system 
followed.  The  old  planters,  who  find 
themselves  unable  to  fall  into  line  with  the 
new  conditions,  are  now  willing  to  lease 
their  plantations  on  favorable  terms,  and 
younger  men,  with  litde  capital,  are  finding 
opportunities  for  their  enterprise  which 
never  could  have  existed  under  the  old  re- 
gime. All  things  considered,  the  outlook 
is  very  hopeful,  not  only  for  the  pre.sent 
crop,  but  for  the  future.  Brazil  has  taken 
no  backward  step  in  this  matter,  and  she 
certainly  is  not  to  be  a  loser  for  taking  a 
forward  step.  Conformity  with  the  laws  of 
progress  does  not  entail  ruin  and  suffering, 
as  .some  would  have  us  believe,  but  must 
unerringly  lead  to  prosperity  and  happiness. 
In  the  matter  ol  the  present  crop,  it  is  our 
private  opinion,  publicly  expressed,  that 
every  berry  will  be  picked,  except  in  the 
few,  very  few  cases  where  infuriated  brutes 
have  driven  away  their  old  slaves  and  are 
unwilling  to  pay  wages  for  the  laborere 
needed  lo  do  the  w{Hk. 


TiiE  announcement  that  the  Leopoldina 
railway  and  its  branches  had  been  disposed 
of  10  a  syndicate  of  English  capitalists, 
although  not  entirely  unexpected,  has 
caused  an  amount  of  speculation  in  the 
shares  of  the  company  and  advance  in  the 
value  of  the  subsiillary— or  deferred— -shares, 
that  appears  to  an  outsider  to  have  no 
reason.  We  have  often  advocated  the  turn- 
ing over  to  foreign  experts  of  Brazilian  rail- 
ways, bodi  private  and  government,  because 
we  are  persuaded  that  the  country  at  large 
will  be  benefitted  by  economical  manage- 
ment and  the  subsequent  reduction  in 
tariffs,  but  we  cannot  accompany  our  local 
colleagues  in  their  glorification  of  the  en- 
gineers of  the  present  transaction,  nor  can 
we  deduce  from  it  any  reasons  to  believe 
that  it  shows  an  improvement  of  Brazilian 
credit  on  the  London  market.  The  syndi- 
cate has  made  a  purely  commercial  transac- 
tion; it  has  bought  property  which,  rightly 
or  wrongly,  is  considered  lo  be  a  satisfactory 
investment,  and  there  is  no  question  what- 
ever of  credit,  nor  of  glorifying  the  parties 
that  had  in  hand  an  investment  that  proved 
tempting  to  the  British  capitalist,  who  finds 
more  and  more  difficulty  every  day  in 
profitably  employing  his  surplus  funds  at 
home.  Of  course  the  unlocking  of  the 
important  sum  now  employed  in  the  Leo- 
poldina railway  shares  here,  will  redound 
lo  the  benefit  of  tins  market.  But  the  fact 
remains  that  under  foreign  control  the  net 
proceeds  of  its  tiaffic  must  be  remitted  and 
whatever  is  the  momeiilary  relief,  the  drain 


ol  money  will  shordy  be  felt.  We  believe 
the  change  is  advantageous,  and  merely 
point  out  a  feature  that  has,  apparently, 
been  overlooked  by  our  local  colleagues. 
The  Leopoldina  company  has  been  about 
as  well  abused  as  could  be  possible;  and  its 
directors  have  met  but  litde  encouragement. 
They  have,  however,  persevered  and  extend- 
ing the  system  by  provincial  guarantees  in 
one  direction  and  the  purchase  of  lines 
likely  to  serve  their  purpose  in  another, 
have  secured  a  connection  with  this  city,  or, 
what  amounts  to  about  the  same  thing,  a 
terminus  at  Nictheroy,  which  renders  the 
railwav  practically  independent  of  the  D. 
Pedro  II,  government,  railway.  It  has 
been  tolerably  evident  for  some  time  past 
that  an  appeal  for  foreign  assistance  on  the 
part  of  the  Leopoldina  had  become  a  neces- 
sity, and  when  the  report  was  received  here 
we,  in  common  with  others,  thought  that 
the  ^"2,000,000  raised  in  London  would 
have  sufficed  for  the  urgent  necessities  of  die 
road,  and,  considering  the  intense  pride  the 
Brazilian  has  in  his  local  enterprises, 
tliouglit  that  die  railway  would  continue 
under  native  management.  Greater  pres- 
sure than  we  were  cognizant  of  appears  to 
have  been  exercised,  and  the  result  is  the 
sale  of  the  road.  So  important  a  sum  as 
^"7, 000,000  is  said  to  be  sale  price  agreed 
upon,  and  some  figures  extracted  from  the 
official  report  presented  to  the  shareholders 
on  May  30th  last  may  not  be  uninteresting 
to  those  who  are  likely  to  invest  money  in 
tliis  undertaking.  The  extension  of  the 
line  was  1,052  kilometres,  of  which  773 
were  In  the  province  of  Minas  Geraes  and 
279  in  the  province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  besides 
which  various  extensions  are  under  survey, 
or  construction,  among  which  are  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Muriali^, Minas  Geraes.  branch 
towards  the  Manhuassd  valley  upon  which 
the  company  has  an  interest  guarantee  ol  7 
per  cent,  on  a  capital  of  5,400,000^^,  and 
the  Rio  Bonitn  and  Sumidouro  branches  in 
the  province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The 
capital  of  the  company,  paid  up,  appears  to 
have  been  on  December  31st  last :  ..

DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE. 

From  the  relatorlo  jireseiUed  by  the  minister  of 
finance  we  extract  such  parts  as  are  most  likely  to 
interest  our  readers. 

The  minister  commences  by  stating;  that  the  sliort 
time,  two  months,  during  which  he  has  had  chnri;;e 
of  ihe  department  [jrcvcnts  his  fumishiny  as  full 
reports  as  are  desirable. 

He  found  the  Treasury  in  a  relatively  {;ond 
position;  the  floating  deht  to  a  considerable  extent 
hnd  disappeared,  and  many  of  the  didicallics 
encountered  by  his  pr?decessovs  had  iieeti  over- 
come.  A  balance  of  5,200,000$  existed  in  liio 
and  the  provinces,  and  in  London  a  snni  sufficient 
to  meet  expenses  abroad  up  to  the  end  of  next 
July.

This  debt  ami  the  deficits  do  not  appear  exagger- 
ated to  tlie  minister,  because  Brazil  requires  sup- 
plies for  its  developement  that  cannot  be  obtained 
by  taxes  without  uiiduiy  oppressinj^,  and  perhaps 
destroying,  industries  which  are  being  established 
in  the  country,  and  which  should  increase  its 
importance. 

l!ul,  even  if  the  position  of  national  fmai 
were  less  embarrassing,  if  the  deficits  of  the  iwo 
fiscal  years  were  justifiable,  it  seemed  to  him.  an 
imperious  necessity,  at  a  time  when  the  system  of 
labor  was  in  a  state  of  transformation,  that  the 
Treasury  sliould  be  in  a  position  to  relieve  itself  of 
the  floating  debt  and  quietly  meet  the  extra- 
ordinary chartjcs,  and  to  contract,  as  far  as  possilile 
the  circnlation  of  [inper  money. 

To  this  end  ihe  governnieut  determined  to  use 
the  liberty  granted  in  various  articles  of  the  laws 
Nos.  3,348,  3,349  and  3,351,  of  October  20th  Inst 
year,  and  effected  the  credit  0|.ieration  wliicii  will 
be  explained  hn'liier  on. 

Fiscal  year  I  SSb-Sj.  —  nv^  returns  are  defective, 
says  the  miiuster,  for  the  data  of  the  third  semester 
are  not  all  received.  To  give  some  idea  of  the 
result  of  the  year,  the  receipts  of  the  period  not 
completed  are  taken  to  be  equal  to  those  of  a  similar 
period  in  1885-86,  while  expenses  are  estimated 
from  the  balances  of  appropriations  voted  by  the 
legislature,  or  of  credits  opened  by  the  government 
under  various  decrees,  as  well  as  the  surplus 
appearing  in  some  appropriations.  Thus  a  calcu- 
lation is  made  as  near  as  possible  correct.

The  minister  does  not  apprehend  a 
decrease  during  the  current  financial  year;  hence 
the  revenue  was  estimated  to  produce  140,000,000$. 

Import  duties  were  estimated  at  82,000,000$  and 
as  over  78,000,000$  were  collected  in  the  two  first 
semesters  of  1886-87,  "''101  lli*=  "Id  tariff  was  yet 
in  force,  it  is  tti  be  expected  that,  with  the  revision 
of  llie  tariff  ami  the  natural  devtlopmeiit  of  com 
niercial  tr.'ui  sad  ions,  this  item  of  revenue  will  show 
an  increase. 

It  may  be  said  that  in  view  of  the  great  nnniber 
of  clearances  towarils  the  end  of  June,  for  importers 
tlien  desired  to  avail  of  the  lower  duties,  Ihe  refer- 
red to  semesters  sliow  an  excessive  proportion  of  re- 
venue, which  should  not  enter  into  an  estimate  for 
an  increase. 

Tlie  synopsis  shows,  nevertheless,  that  in  the 
third  semester  when  duties  were  leviiid  under  the 
new  tariff,  and  when  clearances  diminished  through 
the  over-slocking  of  the  markets  with  goods  im- 
ported in  the  second  semester,  the  dulies  did  not 
fall  below  38,000,000$. 

Therefore,  in  the  coming  year  as  the  markets 
must  be  regularly  supplied  and  duties  collected  in 
C(mforiiiity  wilh  the  tariff  approved  by  decree 
No.  9,746  of  April  22nd  ol  last  year,  the  revenue, 
in  all  probal)ility,  will  reach  the  sum  estimated. 

Export  duties  were  estimated  to  produce  16,- 
000,000$.  The  abatement  on  this  item,  caused  by 
the  revocation  of  export  dulies  on  sugar,  should 
be  equalised,  not  only  by  the  collection  of  the  export 
duties  on  colTee,  the  crop'  of  which  in  1888-S9  is 
said  to  he  abundant,  but  also  of  those  upon  products 
ol  extractive  industry,  which  are  steadily  growing 
and  improving. 

'i'lie  tax  on  professions  and  trades  should  show 
an  increase  of  20  per  cent.,  when  the  tables 
approved  by  decree  No.  9,870  of  February  22nd 
last  are  in  force. 

The  revenue  of  the  Mint  is  increased,  because  of 
the  probable  increase  of  silver  coinage  for  the  gov- 
ernment, and  for  private  individuals. 

The  .product  of  ground  rents  {foro^ )  is  estimated 
at  1,000$  only,  because  the  increase  of  beaches 
{lei:enoMk  mariuha.%)  has  been  turned  over  lo  ihc

TJ'Gislative  Notes. 


June  ^.-—\xk  the  Senate  Sr,  .Saraivn  availed  of  a 
request  for  information  regarding  the  Bahia  and 
S.  Francisco  railway  to  make  some  sharp  remarks 
on  the  Cayapii  concession,  and  to  address  equally 
sharp  remarks  to  Ihe  late  government.  Barao  de 
Cnlcgipc  replied,  and  staled  the  Ikiiia  and  S.  Fran- 
cisco railway  i'l  as  |ierhaps  one  of  the  most  expensive 
in  llie  empire;  and  tills  appears  clear,  lor  according 
lo  llie  extract  from  the  Barao's  speech  published  in 
the  Diai'io  Official  each  metre  of  tiie  road  from 
Alagoinhas  lo  Viila  Nova  da  Rainha  was  to  cost 
40,1100$.  A  rather  scandalous  scene  ensued  in  the 
election  of  the  oflieers-of  the  Senate.  On  one  ballot 
mure  votes  were  cast  than  there  were  senators 
present,  and  the  election  was  made  a  political 
question,  wdiicli  prevented  all  dshate  on  much 
ninrc  important  matters.  In  the  Chamber  Dejuity 
Riidrigues  Peixoto  presented  the  project  of  a  law 
for  the  control  of  vagalionds.  A  curious  question 
ainse  from  the  first  secretary  having  ordered  that 
several  days'  salary  should  be  deducted  from 
De|iuty  Zania's  pay,  during  which  Deputy  Araujo 
Oocs  staled  that  he  had  upon  one  occasion  lost  (?) 
8011$.  The  ofliccrs  of  the  Chamber  were  elected. 
Deputy  Pedro  Bellrilo  spoke  on  the  navy  bill, 
giving  a  lamentable  descripliun  of  the  state  of 
israzilian  men-of-war,  and  sharply  attacking  the 
government,  as  well  as  the  republican  movement. 
Deputy  Nabuco  declared  that  as  an  abolitionist  he 
would  lend  his  vole  to  the  government.  l[is 
speech  was  interesting,  and  protluced  an  interrnp- 
tioii  from  Deputy  Ratisbona,  who  stated  that 
freedmen  in  the  United  Slates  had  lieen  persecuted, 
treated  as  the  vanquished,  .shot,  deported  and 
exiled.  Deputy  Nabuco  deplored  race  prejudices 
in  Ihe  United  States,  and  considers  that  Brazil  is 
rather  in  a  better  position  in  this  respect.  His 
atlacks  on  ministers  were  only  made  to  destroy 
cabinets,  and  he  did  not  desire  to  overthrow  the 
present  government.  'I'he  organizalion  of  life 
senatorships  must  be  alxilished,  and  the  speaker 
made  pertinent,  if  painful,  criticisms  on  bis  political 
cn-religionists.  As  tiie  speech  of  Sr.  Nnbnco  was 
much  applauded,  his  ideas  would  appear  tn  have 
been  in  accordance  wilh  those  of  his  hearers. 

June  5.~The  Senate  adjourned  without  a  session 
in  respect  for  the  death  of  Senator  Carrao.  In  the 
Chamber  De|)nly  Coelho  Rodrigncs  inojcct  for 
refnrniin,;  various  arlidos  of    the  Conslilulion   was 


thrown  out.  Deputies  Mancio  Ribeiro,  Alfonso 
Celso  Jr.  and  MacDowell  spoke  on  the  army  and 
nnvy  bills;  the  second  discussing  the  latter  bill, 
while  the  others  merely  occupied  valuable  lime  in 
venlilaling  personal  squabbles  in  the  province  of 
Par.l.  Deputy  Afl'onso  Penna  replied  to  the  asper- 
sions cast  by  Deputy  Nabuco  on  the  liberal  party 
which  he  considers  to  be  qnile  in  condition  to 
undertake  the  government  of  the  empire. 

Jii)u-b.  —  \-n  the  Senate  Sr.  Silveira  Martins 
made  an  ap)ieal  for  Ihe  extension  of  railways, 
improvement  of  ports  and  special  tariffs  for  the 
province  of  Rio  de  Crande  do  SnI.  Senator  Can- 
dido  de  Oliveira  opened  the  debate  on  the  reply  to 
llie  Sjieech  from  the  Throne;  he  referred  to  the 
sudden  ciiange  in  the  opinion  of  the  deputies  on 
llie  question  of  abolition,  to  the  enlistment  ol 
conservatives  in  the  republican  party,  and  propli- 
csied  Ihat  the  conservalivo  party  might  be  called 
upon  in  propose  the  republic,  in  the  same  manner 
dial  it  had  passed  llie  abolition  law.  The  .Speech 
promises  no  less  than  13  reform  measures,  hut  a 
nionlli  of  the  session  had  passed  and  the  Senate 
hail  n'lt  yet  been  called  upon  to  discuss  the  first 
administrative  laws.  ITc  considered  a  dissolution 
of  die  Chamber  necessary  and  said  that  the  liberal 
ideas  were  an  amplification  of  the  electoral  census, 
self-government  for  tfic  provinces  and  decentraliza- 
lion.  .Senator  Correia  replied,  defending  the  Cham- 
ber and  the  government  against  the  attacks  of  the 
lircccding  speaker.  In  the  Chamber  the  army  bill 
jiassed  third  reading.  The  session  was  of  no 
k'encral  iiileresl,  except  perhaps  as  to  the  reply  of 
Deputy  Nabuco  and  the  speech  of  Deputy  Afionso 
Celso  Jr.  in  which  he  asked  llie  minisler  of  empire 
for  an  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  municipal 
cliamhers  jielitioniiig  for  a  reform  of  the  Constitu- 
finn,  and  lo  which  a  very  non-committal  answer 
was  niade. 

7/i'"i' 7.  — In  1I1C  Si'iiate  Iherc  was  no  quoruio. 
In  the  (.'liamher  Depnly  AITonsn  Celso  Jr.,  ap- 
parently in  a  humorous  vein,  inquired  why,  if  it 
was  considered  necessary  lo  appoint  a  legal  adviser 
to  the  post  tifiicc,  there  had  not  been  appointed  a 
coiisultiii;!  jdiysieian,  engineer,  elc.  Tlie  minister 
of  agricullnro  replied  that  the  law  authorized  the 
niiniinalinii  of  a  legal  adviser,  but  did  not  authorize 
lliiise  of  Ihc  other  officials  referred  to  liy  the  preced- 
ing speaker.  Deputy  Bulhoes  Carvalho  made  a 
hoarl-iuiidering  ajipeal  lor  the  pauper  planters  of 
kio  lie  Janeiro,  reduced  lo  this  slate  by  the  aboli- 
tiiiii  law,  and  Deputy  Coelho  Rodrigues  defended 
his  project  for  a  reform  of  the  Constitution,  Deputy 
Lonrengo  de  Alhuqucrque  read  Deputy  Nabuco  a 
lesson  on  the  pro|irieties  of  the  liberal  party,  which 
ihe  latter  appears  lo  have  violated, 

Jiuie  S.—lxi  the  Senate  there  was  no  session. 
Ill  the  Chamber  Deputy  AfTonso  Celso  Jr.  present- 
ed the  project  ol  a  law  to  substitute  capital  punish- 
mcnt  by  imprisonment  for  life.  Deputy  Malta 
Macliado  asked  for  detailed  iiiforniatioii  as  lo  the 
cost  of  installing  colonists  in  government  colonies. 
Depuly  Jos6  Marcellino  presented  a  project  lor  a 
law  lo  grant  guarantees  of  interest  and  the  right  of 
issue  to  agricultural  banks,  The  mining  law  of 
Deputy  Pedro  Luiz  was  read  a  second  time  and 
sent  to  the  cominittec.  The  navy  bill  was  discussed 
by  the  minister  of  marine.  Deputies  Pedro  Lutz, 
wlio  does  not  appear  Lo  have  entirely  accepted  the 
aliolilion  law,  Aranjo  G6es  and  Ratisbona.  The 
debate  had  lilllc  to  do  wilh  the  navy,  but  will  prove 
interesting  to  ihe  constiliieiits  of  the  various 
s|icakers. 

"Jiciict}. — In  llie  Senate  Sr.  Afl'onso  Celso  asked 
fiir  information  as  lo  the  proposed  conneGllon  of 
railways  in  the  northern  |>riivlnce.s,  and  11  any 
decision  luul  been  arrived  at  as  to.  the  taking  over 
by  Ihe  government  ol  the  Siio  Paulo  line.  The 
senator  favors,  apiiareiitly,  the  ab'ioriition  by  the 
government  of  guaranlee<l  lines,  while  at  the  same 
lime  various  railways  here  are  disposing  of  their 
lines  to  foreign  i;a|iitalists.  In  reply  the  premier 
stated  that  the  qaestion  was  under  examination,  but 
the  solution  dcjiended  on  the  necessary  credits. 
Senator  Virlato  de  Medeiros  also  advocated  the 
purchase  by  the  stale  of  the  Recife  and  Sao 
Phancisco  and  Iklila  and  .Sao  l''rancisco  railways. 
The  premier  in  a  long  and  able  speech  clearly 
defined  the  policy  of  the  government.  Considering 
the  abolition  question  as  a  social,  and  not  a  political 
problem,  there  was  no  reason  why  the  law  should 
net  he  passed  by  the  conservative  party,  and  he 
proceeded  lo  defend  his  position  against  the  attacks 
of  his  former  co-religiomsts,  to  our  mind  in  a 
masterly  manner.  The  premier  promises  a  reform 
of  the  judiciary,  increased  privileges  for  the  prov- 
inces, a  labor  law,  and  expressing  no  apprehension 
from  the  receni  republican  manifestos  closed  his 
speech  as  follows,  "I  am  not  afraid  of  these/rrt«- 
^W3(/j  (liberties  ?)  and  I  declare  that  so  far  as  is 
possible,  without  peril  to  the  unity  of  the  country, 
I  will  go."  Senators  Franco  de  S^  and  Barao  de 
Colegipc  replieil.  The  former  recognized  the 
necessity  that  the  premier,  a  member  of  the  Rio 
Branco  government,  should  be  called  to  finally 
decide  the  aliolilion  question,  but  had  something  to 
say  in  favor  of  his  (liberal)  parly.  The  Barao 
proposed  to  introduce  a  bill  fiir  the  indemnity  of 
ex-slave  owners,  and  seemed  to  threaten  that  the 
republican  party  would  p.ass  this,  if  it  should  be 
rejected  by  the  conservatives  and  liberals.  The 
Barao's  speech,  as  is  usually  the  case,  was  sarcastic 
and  biting,  and  more  Ilian  once  produced  hilarity. 
In  the  Chamber  there  was  no  quorum. 

June  //,— In  Ihe  Senate  Sr.  Virlato  de  Medeiros 
asked  for  information  as  lo  tlie  value  of  the  steamers 
ol  the  United  Slates  and  Brazil  Mail  Steamship

The  miiii.'.lcr  of  war  deloiided  bis  action  in 
joining  tlie  governmciil  anaiiiKt  die  attack  of  Bin'ao 
de  Colcgi]ie,  and  Senators  Silveira  Marlins  nnd 
Avila  made  |)olilica!  .'ipeecbes,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  liberals  should  have  been  called  to  pass 
the  abolition   liiw.     In   the  Cliambcr  there  was  no

— The  total  receipts  of  the  press  commission  in 
charge  of  the  abolition  celebration  of  the  17th  lo

the  municipal  council,  and  7,000$  from  the  four 
Iraniway  companies.  The  expenses  amounted  to 
24,56i$5oo,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,3I7$300  wdiich 
it  was    decided  lo  return  to  the  municipal  council.

The  chief  thinks  that  teiegraplnc 
commuiiicalions  with  Europe,  and,  perhaps,  with 
AfiieaiWil!  be  necessary  lo  complete  our  meteorolog- 
ical  system,  I.el  us  have  reliable  relnrns  from  ihe 
I'araliyba  valley,  and  other  coffee  producing  zones 
first ! 

—  Por  the  benefit  oi  our  lirnzilian  colleagues  wlio 
so  innch  admire  tbe  republican  system  of  the  United 
Slates  but  find  so  much  difTiculty  in  understanding  il, 
we  would  say  that  the  event  of  the  |iast  week  was 
the  St,  Louis  deniocralic  convention— a  meeting  of 
delegates  from  all  the  states  — al  wdiich  the  caii- 
<!iihli-s  of  that  parly  for  Ibe  presidency  and  vice- 
presidency  were  chosen.  Tlinse  candidales  ajipear 
lobe  President  Cleveland  (the  present  incumbent) 
and  Ex-Senalor  Tliurman.  The  republican  con- 
vention meets  in  Chicago  on  [uly  3rd,  when  the 
candiiiales  ol  that  party  will  lie  chosen.  The 
chrlion,  however,  does  not  occur  until  November 
5tli,  and  the  successful  candidates  will  not  as.sume 
oliice  uniil  March  4th  of  next  year. 

— Delalcations,  and  worse,  seem  the  order  of  tha 
day.  Sr.  Joaquim  Candido  Guimaraes,  a  coffee 
factor  and  very  recently  president  of  the  Hanco 
Auxiliar  and  of  the  Conijjanhia  Uniao  Telephonica, 
leaves  creditors  to  the  tune  of  some  300,000$  to 
deplore  Ins  absence;  a  flour  dealer  in  the  Rua  do 
CarmO,  Kerreira  Neves,  if  we  are  rightly  informed, 
has  also  "cut  his  lucky",  and  tbe  Rink  cotton  mill 
owners  have  discovered  delalcations,  which  are  sail! 
to  reach  60,000$,  in  tbe  pay  roll.  Fortunately  the 
delin(|iic;nl  in  the  last  case  was  arrested  on  board 
the  sieamer  upon  which  be  proposed  to  seek  oilier 
climes.  Tbe  first,  however,  can  nol  be  found,  and 
as  serious  frauds  are  connected  with  his  operations, 
it  IS  probable  that  he  will  lake  good  care  n<it  to  he 
found.  The  Banco  Auxiliar  claims  not  be  pre- 
judiced, but  the  Uniao  Telephonica  is  showing 
signals  nf  distress. 


—A  preciou.s  document  has  just  been  turnecl 
over  to  the  National  Library,  It  is  no  less  than 
Ihe  original  ol  the  speech  which  Dr.  \m\i  Pedro 
Drago  made  when  be  gave  that  gold  pen  to  tbe 
Princess  Regent,  with  which  she  signed  the  aboli- 
tion law.  Why  not  stuff  Dr.  Drago  and  present 
him  ? 

— 0  Paiz  says  it  is  proposed  to  eslablish  a  kibor 
exchange  here,  where  farmers  {we  have  no  more 
planters)  maysu|iply  their  necessities  for  "hands." 
Whether  there  will  be  a  "call"  and  c|uolations  for 
"lutures"  is  not  staled.  It  seems  curious  Ihat 
wdiat  Americans  call  "hands,"  Brazilians  call 
"arms."

Tottcn,  executive  officer  of  the  U.  S.  steamer 
Tallapoosa,  occurred  at  Montevideo  on  tbe  27th  ult. 
The  funeral  services  were  held  on  the  Tallapoosa 
and  were  attended  by  Rear  Admiral  Braine,  the 
officers  and  crews  of  tbe  two  U.  S,  naval  vessels, 
and  by  deputations  of  officers  from  sever.al  war 
vessels  of  other  nationalities,  American  and  British 
consular  officials  and  residenis  of  the  city.
